Late last night both sides asserted 


that no compromise would be made and 
no settlement short of surrender by one 
group or the other could be expected. 
Indications were that the entire metro- 
politian area, from Blue Island on the 
south, Highland Park on the north and 
Hinsdale on the west would be forced 
to get along with only one-tenth of the
